The present city of Torrance,
it will be remembered, includes
the original tract of about a
square. mile, one extension of
nearly three square miles when-
the city. was incorporated  in
May, 1921 and six annexations,
The first addition was the North-
west area of 4.14 square miles
on Feb, 9, 1026, This doubled
the city’s area and carried its
borders west to meet those of
Redondo ‘Beach.

The largest addition came the
next year, on Jan. 18, 1927, when
Meadow _ Park brought in. 591
square miles and extended Tor-
rance to the ocean. After a
previous balloting had failed by
a close margin, Walteria voted
March 12, 1928, to join its 0.39
square miles to Torrance,

Smallest of the additions was
that of Sept 10, 1929, when the
Helbush tract of six acres round-
ed out a notch on the south-
eastern edge. The mext addi-
tion, June 2, 1930, brought in
all of the McDonald tract that
had not previously been annexed
to Gardena. This was 3.68 square
miles * In arca. Last of  the
additions was on May 26, 1931,
when South Torrance, with its
0.94 square mile joined the city
and carried its border to Lomita.
Torrance today holds 18.88 square
miles within its limits,
